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Applicant's amendment and response of 5/3/06 is acknowledged. Thereafter, on 07/27/06, a Final Rejection was sent. Applicant's 
amendment and arguments Filed 05/03/2006 are acknowledged. As indicated at the outset of the Final Rejection, "Applicant's only 
substantive amendment is to claim 1 to now recite "andwhen R is a hydrogen atom, m is not 1", in order to overcome the recited prior 
art of record. This amendment has NOT been entered. Namely, the amendment is drawn to a new limitation which was not originally 
presented or searched [e.g. m is not 1 was never an option]. Therefore, a new search, beyond that originally conducted over the 
originally filed claims would be necessary in order to search the prior art for these new limitations." 

It is suggested that Applicant amend the claims to be within the scope of the originally filed claims. Alternatively, Applicant may 
consider filing a continuation application to pursue other and/or broader subject matter of this application, if desired.
